Every train arriving in this city and 
in Strathcona today disembarked 
great crowds of visitors to the historic 
ceremonies oi the laying of the corner 


stone of the tiew Provincial Parlia- 
ment buildings, which will be per- 
formed by His Excellency Earl-Grey, 


Governor General of Canada, at 3 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon. Tonight's 
trains and those arriving tomorrow 
morning will add their quota, and ‘be- 
fore the formal ceremonies are well 
under way the hotel accommodation, 
already taxed, will be altogether in- 
adequate, This is an evidence of the 
Widespread interest _throughout the 
province in the event tomorrow, which 
promises to surpass in brilliance the 
inaugural ceremonies four years ago. 

Besides the Governor General’s party 
which will srrive at the C. P. R. sta- 
tion, Strathcona, at 9.40 o’clock this 
evening, many other prominent pub- 
lic men will be present. The Federal 
government will be represented by 
Hon, Frank Oliver, minister of the 
interior; Saskatchewan by Hon. Wal- 
ter Seott, premier, and Hon, Adolphe 
Turgeon, attorney general; and On- 
turlo by Hon. I. B. Lueas, mye ad 
without portfolio.

TO OPEN NORTH 


IN THREE YEARS 


President of Great Waterways Rail- 


ways Says Line to McMurray 
Will be Finished by Then. 


Winnipeg, Sept. 29. Wuunee peo- 
ple whe met Mr. R. W. Clarke, of 
Kansas City; at the Royal Alexandra 
this morning were satisfied that fe 
was the man who was to build the 
most important railway line running 
from Edmonton to Fort MeMurray 
where cormection will be made with 
the great open waterwats of the north 
Mr, Clarke, as he himself states, is 
neither a boomer nor a promoter. He 
is a man who, from his earliest ‘i‘e, 
has Ween identified with large finan- 
cial undertakings, who has behind 
him personal wealth and who ‘as 
connections in Great Britain and Eu- 
rope which are essential in connect‘on 
with the construction of railway lines 
in this country. Be is now the pre- 
sident of the Aiberta and Great Wai- 
erways railway and states that this 
line will be completed within three 
years. 

‘In conversation this morning Mr 
Clarke stated that having been all 
his life interested in railway and fin 
ancial matters, he had become inter- 
ested in the construction of a new 
line in Mexico, ‘After he had given 
the project considerable thought, at 
tention was called to the work°Which 
was being done to secure the move- 
ment of farmers from the United 
States to Canada. Having learned 
of the extent of this work, whieh was 
being done largely under the direction 
of the Dominion government, he sent 
a representative into Canada to learu 
where these people were going and 
what their prospects were. 

Learns of Proposal. 

After getting the report, he learned 
of the propsal to build a railway 
line north from Edmonton to the head 
waterways of the great rivers of the 
north. The plan commended itself tu 
him and he secured the fullest and 
most complete information possible. 
Several surveys of the projected I'ne 
were made. 

During the summer spent in Europe 
the arrangements were made to secure 
the amounts of money required. The 
charter issued by the Dominion gov- 
ernment was bought and a new pro- 
vineial charter was secured. The gov 
ernment of Alberta had guaranteed 
the bonds for 360 miles. THR Tine 
would be 300 miles in length and these 
would be sidings and short branches 
required amounting to 50 miles more 
If a mileage in excess of 360 
required the company would build i 
without a guarantee of the ‘bonds by 
the governnient. > f 

The Natural Canals.

That seems to be a conser- 
vative computation. The wheat yield t« 
almost sure to exceed the — 105,000,000 
bushels at which he cautiously gtages 
it. Earlier in the season some grain 
statisticians of repute accepted the fore 


realized. That oat crop will be a large 
one ,and the mendy returns from it are 
certaim to be much greater than those 
‘from former crops of that cereal. Of 
‘barley, too, the production will be con- 
siderable. A hundred million dollars 
seems # low valuation of the marketable 
surplus of the present grain crop. 
Much Retained tor Seed. 
In venturing the opinion that the 
money proceeds will be much in excess 
of this sum full consideration is given 
to the fact that the proportion of the 
crop retained by growers for their own 
use as food and seed must be much 
greater than ever before. Every good 
crop is an impulse to expansion on the 
part of farmers. Having done well one 
year, they will prepare to grow more 
grain the next, for which purpose, if 
necessary, they will acquire more land. 
Every year, too, number of young fel- 
lows who were their fathers’ helpers in 
the last decade will become growers of 
their own account. Hence, the reserve 
of grain for use as food and seed will 
become annually larger.

The authorities, as usual, 
refused to grant the prisoners the 
privileges of first-class miisdemean 
ants, whereupon the women, like 
many of their sisters in Holloway 
jail in London, went on a “Hunget 
strike,” The Birmingham jailer, 
instead of releasing the offenders to

Daring Hold up of Bank in Glenwood 
Springs. 


Glenwood Springs, Sept. 29.—The 
Citizens’ Bank of Glenwood - prings 
was held up and robbed of $10,000 in 
eash at four o'clock this afternoon 
by three unmasked but heavily arm- 
ed men.
